By a 41 to 33 vote. «1lh 31 ab- 
itentlona. the Hl-naUon commit- 
tee recommended that all eovem- 
ments break diplomatic relations 
with Ui8" Somn~"Afrtcsn" govern-" ~ 
ment and take atrinnent fteps to 
cut ott trade with It. 
A two-thirds vote is required, 
however, for flnal ratification by 
the Bcneral assembly. Tha com- 
mittee vole Indicated that ths 
sanctions contained in. a resolu- 
tion sponsored by 3( African coun- 
tries would fall far ihort ot tho 
required total when it Is btoutht 
up in a plenary session.
